We beth have store en the last ease Jin handled for me and en ay earlier and 
other cases as well as en phoney ^security# and "national defense" arguments. In fact,

Hade these claims in refusing the non-exaapt. Ditto fer "iavestigatay file" claims. 

My own activist visit is that this would be more persuasive than debate and argument.
